state report: Cancer rates 
elevated in Crestwood 

South suburban village used a well that was tainted by dry cleaning solvent

Cancer rates are “significantly elevated” in 
Crestwood, according to a new state report 
that focuses on a south suburb where resi- 
dents unwittingly drank contaminated 
water for more than two decades. 

Prompted by a Tribune investigation that 
revealed the village’s secret use of its taint- 
ed well, the Illinois Department of Public 
Health looked at cancer cases in Crestwood 
between 1994 and 2006 and found higher- 
than-expected cases of kidney cancer in 
men, lung cancer in men and women, and 
gastrointestinal cancer in men. 

In a report to be released Friday, research- 
ers determined it was possible that toxic 
chemicals in the drinking water caused the 
extra cancer cases, but they could not make 
a definitive link. 

Other factors could be involved, too, or 
it could be a statistical blip in the working- 


class community of about 11,000. 

As with nearly all studies of cancer clus- 
ters across the nation, specific causes are 
difficult, if not impossible, to determine. 
But the Crestwood situation is still differ- 
ent than most other cancer investigations. 

“We are dealing with a situation where we 
have known exposure,” said Ken Runkle, a 
state health department toxicologist. “That 
means we can view these elevated cancer 
levels in a different light.” 

Kidney cancer in particular is associ- 
ated with exposure to perchloroethylene, 
also known as PCE or perc, a common dry 
cleaning solvent that years ago leached into 
Crestwood’s well. 

Research also links lung and some types 
of gastrointestinal cancer to perc and related 
chemicals, which state officials first detect- 
ed in the well water in 1985. 

Crestwood officials avoided scrutiny for 


years by telling residents and regulators that 
the village relied exclusively on treated Lake 
Michigan water. But records show they kept 
using the polluted well for up to 20 percent 
of the drinking water pumped to residents. 

The well wasn’t shut off for good until late 
2007, after state officials tested the water 
again and found it was contaminated with 
two perc-related chemicals. One of those 
compounds, vinyl chloride, is a known car- 
cinogen so toxic the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency says there is no safe level 
of exposure. 

In response to the Tribune investigation. 
Sen. Dick Durbin (D-Ill.), and Rep. Bobby 
Rush (D-Ill.), urged federal and state health 
officials to take a closer look at Crestwood. 
Gov Quinn also demanded an investigation 
as part of a broader effort to ensure that 
citizens get more information about water 
contamination in their communities.

How is the cab 
smart-screen 
rollout coming?

If you’ve noticed more smart screens in Chicago 
cabs recently, it’s because their roll-out is mov- 
ing forward as planned, insiders say 

Taxi Affiliation Services, which operates the 
Tellow Cab, Checker Taxi, Blue Diamond Taxi 
and American United Taxi fleets in Chicago, is 
installing the systems in all 3,000 of its cabs, 
CEO Michael Levine said. Installations started 
in October, and at the rate of about 10 cabs per 
day, Levine said the company hopes to be fin- 
ished around June. 

More than 600 upgraded cabs are on the 
roads already Each has a screen up to 10 inches 
that displays the fare and permits passengers 
to swipe their credit cards to pay with tip. City 
Service Taxi Association, another taxi fleet, 
also is adding touch screen payment options in 
all 400 of its Chicago cabs, president Comey 
Dilanjian said. The installations started about 
six months ago, and 150 cabs are already com- 
pleted, Dilanjian said. The screens can be 
mounted in the back seat partition or in the 
back of a seat headrest. 

Levine said the system’s GPS capability allow 
more accurate wait times for passengers who 
call for cabs. 

The systems also allow faster credit card 
transaction times via wireless signal, rather than 
the standard method through radio frequency, 
Levine said. The devices should encourage driv- 
ers to be less reluctant to accept credit cards 
instead of cash, he said. And since the driver 
never has to touch the card, there’s less reason 
for passengers to worry about theft or fraud.

Family praises 
relative, man 
who tried 
to save him 

Family members say Michael Gryga always 
had a helping hand for anyone. 

“He would’ve done anything for anybody” 
says his sister, Christine Gryga Domijan. 
“He was always there. A phone call and then 
he ran.” 

His family believes it’s fitting that a good 
Samaritan tried to help Gryga when he was 
struck by a pipe while pressure-testing it 
below Jackson Street and Wacker Drive on 
Wednesday 

Kevin Spilllers jumped into the construc- 
tion hole to come to Gryga’s aid. Gryga was 
rushed to Stroger Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead. He was 40. 

“I want to thank Kevin Spillers for tak- 
ing action and risking his own life to try and 
save others,” Domijan said. 

She and other family members— includ- 
ing Gryga’s 16 -year-old twins— called 
Spillers on Thursday to tell him how much 
they appreciated his actions. 

The twins were Gryga’s hobby, relatives 
said. He helped out with their sports and 
constantly sent them text messages to make 
sure they were OK. 

Spillers said he told Gryga’s relatives that 
he was sure “{Gryga’s] last thoughts were 
about his family” 

Spillers said he jumped into the hole with- 
out thinking about the danger. He saw that 
one of the workers was stumbling around, 
blood dripping from his mouth. The second 
man, Gryga, looked worse. He was lying on 
the ground covered in sand except for his 
mouth. Paramedics and firefighters worked 
to free him. 

“That takes unbelievable courage,” 
Gryga’s brother, Nick Gryga, said. “We’re 
eternally grateful to him.” 

But Spillers said he doesn’t consider him- 
self a hero. 

“I really think the real heroes are the men 
who get up every morning and go in these 
holes and do this work,” the trader said. 
“That’s a dangerous job. They’re a lot braver 
than me. They do it every single day”

With the number of inmates at Cook County 
Jail falling below 9,000, Sheriff Tom Dart said 
he has shuttered one building and soon will 
close another, saving millions of dollars and 
perhaps signaling the end of decades of legal 
wrangling involving overcrowding and staffing 
woes. 

Surrounded by rows of empty metal bunk 
beds in closed Division 2, Dart told report- 
ers he believed this marked the first time the 
sprawling West Side jail had been downsized. 
The closings drop the jail’s capacity to about 
9,100, down some 900 beds. 

A construction binge took place in the early 
to mid-1990s after the population at the jail 
soared, forcing hundreds of inmates to sleep on 
mattresses on the floor and leading to a public- 


safety nightmare as many inmates won quick 
release on I-bonds to ease the overcrowding. 

Until recently, the complex near the 
Criminal Courts Building at 26th Street and 
California has been the largest single-site 
jail in the country for years. The number of 
inmates peaked at more than 11,000 in 2002 
and has steadily declined since 2004 to about 
8,600 currently. Dart said. A jail in Texas is 
now bigger, he said. 

The sheriff said a drop in arrests, particu- 
larly in Chicago, was the principal reason for 
the decline in the jail’s population. Its annual 
intake plummeted 18.6 percent from 2004 
through 2009, he said. Arrests by Chicago 
police account for about four-fifths of the jail’s 
detainees. 


Suspect In killings denied bond 


A judge in Florida has denied bond for a man 
authorities describe as a suspect in the shoot- 
ing deaths of three people inside their suburban 
Darien home. 

During a hearing Thursday, 23 -year-old Jacob 
Nodarse also waived extradition to Illinois. 

U.S. Marshals arrested Nodarse on 
Wednesday outside his parents’ home in Lehigh 
Acres, Fla. He was arrested on an Illinois war- 
rant for obstruction of justice. 


Officials with the U.S. Marshal’s office say 
Nodarse is a suspect in the deaths of 48 -year- 
old Lori Kramer, 50 -year-old Jeffrey Kramer 
and their 20 -year-old son, Michael Kramer. 
They were found in their home in Darien. 

Nodarse has not been charged with murder. 

Samantha Syoen, a spokeswoman for the 
Florida State Attorney’s office, where Nodarse’s 
mother, Lisa, works, said Lisa Nodarse has been 
placed on paid administrative leave. 


Body found in river 
is Columbia student 

The Cook County medical 
examiner’s office has identified 
a body pulled from the Calumet 
River as that of a Columbia College 
student missing since Sunday. 

Jay Polhill of Lena, III., was last 
seen at University Center, a college 
dormitory near the Loop. The 
20-year-old’s body was discovered 
Tuesday in the river on the city’s 
South Side. 

The medical examiner’s office on 
Thursday reported an autopsy was 
inconclusive, with results pending 
police investigation. 

Joliet denied radium 
disposal request 

The Illinois ERA has denied a 
request from Joliet to more than 
double the concentration of 
cancer-causing radium it is allowed 
to dump onto farmland in the south 
suburbs. 

Radium is a naturally occurring 
radioactive element abundant in 
deep-water wells in northern Illinois 
and throughout the Midwest. Cities 
such as Joliet that rely on these 
deep wells spend millions of dollars 
each year to remove radium from 
their drinking water. 

Teenage passenger 
Injured In crossfire 

A 16-year-old girl was shot in the 
hand when the car she was riding 
in drove through crossfire on the 
South Side on Wednesday, police 
said. 

The girl was a passenger in a 
car that encountered two groups 
of men shooting at each other 
in the 1600 block of West 51st 
Street about 5:30 p.m. Wednesday, 
police said. She was transported to 
Provident Hospital, where she was 
reported to be in good condition, 
police said. 

Woman assaulted 
at South Side bus stop 

A woman was the target of a sexual 
assault at a South Side bus stop 
Thursday morning, Chicago police 
said.

FDA issues 
sweeping 
food recail 


WASHINGTON A wide range of 
processed foods— including 
soups, snack foods, dips and dress- 
ings— is being recalled after sal- 
monella was discovered in a flavor- 
enhancing ingredient. 

Food and Drug Administration 
officials said Thursday that the 
ingredient, hydrolyzed vegetable 
protein, is used in thousands of food 
products, though it was unclear how 
many of them will be recalled. The 
FDA and the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said no ill- 
nesses or deaths have been reported. 

The officials said the recall, which 
dates to products manufactured 
since Sept. 17, is expected to expand 
in the coming days and weeks. It 

involves only hydrolyzed vegetable protein manufactured 
by Las Vegas -based Basic Food Flavors Inc., which did not 
return a call for comment Thursday 
Jeffrey Farrar, associate commissioner for food protection 
at the FDA, said Thursday that many products that contain 
the ingredient are not dangerous because the risk of salmo- 
nella is eliminated after the food has been cooked. Many of 
the foods involved in the recall are ready-to-eat items that 
are not cooked by the consumer. 

‘At this time we believe the risk to consumers is very low,” 
Farrar said.

Gunman 
wounds 2 
at Pentagon 


WASHINGTON A gunman coolly drew 
a weapon from his pocket and opened 
fire at the teeming subway entrance to 
the Pentagon complex Thursday evening, 
wounding two police officers before being 
shot and critically wounded, officials said. 

The two officers suffered grazing wounds 


and were being treated in a hospital, said 
Richard Keevill, chief of Pentagon police. 

The suspect, believed to be a U.S. citizen, 
walked up to a security checkpoint at the 
Pentagon at about 6:40 p.m. in an apparent 
attempt to get inside the massively fortified 
Defense Department headquarters. 

“He just reached in his pocket, pulled out 
a gun and started shooting” at point-blank 
range, Keevill said. “He walked up very cool. 
He had no real emotion on his face.” 

The Pentagon officers returned fire with 
semiautomatic weapons. Of the suspect, the 
chief said, “His injury is pretty critical.” 

The assault at the very threshold of the 
Pentagon came four months after a deadly 
attack on the Army’s Fort Hood, Texas, post 
allegedly by a U. S. Army psychiatrist with rad- 
ical Islamic leanings. In the immediate after- 
math Thursday, investigators did not think 
terrorism was involved, but were not ruling 
that out and did not discuss possible motives.

The convenient 
half-gallon jugs, which can be filled and refilled 
with beer straight from the tap, ensure fresher 
suds and lower environmental fallout than other 
packaging methods — and they offer a way to 
take home beers that aren’t sold in bottles or 
cans, including coveted limited releases. 

Then there’s the fun factor. “It’s fun to get a 
growler of beer, take it home with you . . . and then 
be able to bring it back to a brewpub and fill it up 
with beer,” says Michelle Folk, general manager 
of Revolution Brewing in Logan Square. “You 
can’t do that at a liquor store.”

Folk estimates the pub has 
sold 700 growlers-all printed with the 
phrase “Drink, rinse and reuse’’-since 
opening about a month ago. If Revolution 
is crowded (and it usually is), Foik 
suggests ordering a growler from the 
host stand instead of the bar. 

Growler options: Up to six beers. 
Availability varies, but standbys include 
Bottom Up Wit, Workingman Mild and 
Anti-Hero IPA.

Though this Wicker Park brewpub and 
pizzeria has been filling growlers since 
within six months of opening in 2001, 
sales have exploded in the past several 
years. Owner Bill Jacobs says Piece fills an 
average of about 200 growlers a week; 
about 25 percent of those are refills. “It’s 
obvious that people’s interest in craft 
beer has grown ... tastes have evolved,’’ 
says Jacobs. Growlers also are the only 
take-home option for fans of Piece brewer 
Jonathan Cutler’s work. The brewpub’s 
North Avenue location rules out bottling or 
canning-there’s simply not enough space. 
Growler options: Seven beers are usually 
available. Options mirror what’s on tap at 
the bar, with the exception of high-alcohol 
beers such as barley wines. Current picks 
include award-winners such as Top Heavy 
Hefeweizen and Dysfuctionale IPA.

The Kodak Theatre goes quiet as the big screen 
at center stage begins flashing images of actors 
and filmmakers who have died. A photo of 
Heath Ledger or Paul Newman might move 
the audience to spontaneous applause. Other 
images inspire deep sighs, as viewers reflect on 
the entertainers who have touched our lives. 

The In Memoriam segment can be the most 
moving part of the Oscar telecast. It’s also the 
toughest to produce. 

“It is the single most troubling element of 
the Oscar show every year,” said Bruce Davis, 
executive director of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences. “Because more peo- 
ple die each year than can possibly be included 
in that segment.” 

Davis’ office keeps a running list of academy 
members and others in the movie business who 
have passed since the previous year’s segment 
was compiled. Then, a few weeks before the 
awards, he and a small committee of academy 
officials whittle the list of more than loo names 
down to the 30 or so folks who will be includ- 
ed in the show’s memorial— from the famous 
faces viewers at home are sure to recognize to 
the behind-the-scenes workers familiar only to 
academy members. 

“It gets close to agonizing by the end,” Davis 
said of the annual meeting. “You are dropping 
people who the public knows. It’s just not com- 
fortable.” 

The film academy gives its final list of in- 
memoriam honorees to the producer of the 
segment just days before the big show Chuck 
Workman, who is producing the memorial

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Chicago designer may strike goid at Oscars

Among the much- 
scrutinized frocks at 
Sunday’s Academy 
Awards ceremony look 
for a taste of Chicago 
fashion straight from 
the sketchbook of 
local designer Elda De 
La Rosa. 

De La Rosa is one of nine finalists in the 
Oscars Designer Challenge 2010, competing 
for the chance to have her gown worn by one 
of the women carrying the statuettes onstage.

The winning designer won’t be announced 
until Sunday’s red carpet show, but RedEye 
caught up with De La Rosa last week to find out 
more about her possibly Oscar-worthy design. 

De La Rosa’s Oscar ceremony contender 
is called “Lucero,” meaning “shining star” in 
Spanish, and hails from her 2010 Alta Gracia 
collection. De La Rosa said the silk taffeta, 
bluish-gold gown was inspired by the women 
in her life who helped her become a designer.

as one of her seven contest submissions for its 
sense of “old Hollywood glamour.” De La Rosa 
said her dress features a well-fitted, off-the- 
shoulder look, with pleats around the bodice 
and puddle train in back. 

“I just wanted a really beautifully made, well- 
tailored, classic dress,” De La Rosa said. 

De La Rosa, who grew up in Rockford and 
attended the Illinois Institute of Art, said 
sewing always has been a part of her life. She 
started out as a freelance designer for film and 
photography shoots in the Chicago area and 
nine years ago opened her own boutique in 
Andersonville. She presents two collections 
per year— consisting of mostly evening gowns 
and cocktail and wedding dresses, that can be 
seen at her Edgewater boutique, Elda De La 
Rosa Couture. 

If her design is chosen to grace the Academy 
Awards stage, De La Rosa said she hopes the 
exposure will help grow her business nation- 
ally But she sees the chance as more than just a 
business opportunity 

“I’ve always dreamt to be an artist,” De La 
Rosa said. “{The contest means] you’re still 
allowed to dream and have a dream come true.”

Song nominee says 
he’s ‘Crazy’ lucky

Ryan Bingham remembers what he was think- 
ing as he acted with Jeff Bridges in “Crazy 
Heart”: “Wow What’s going on here? How did 
I get here?” 

Here’s how: “Crazy Heart” writer-director 
Scott Cooper had heard Bingham’s music and 
asked him to write songs for the film. Bingham 
knocked it out of the park with the Oscar- 
nominated theme, “The Weary Kind,” and 
landed a small part in the film for himself and 
his band, the Dead Horses. 

The band, which released its fiery sopho- 
more disc, “Roadhouse Sun,” last year, will 
record its next album with “Crazy Heart” music 
producer T-Bone Burnett. 

First Bingham, 28, an ex-rodeo rider who’s 
lived on his own since his mid-teens, has to hit 
the Oscars. He certainly won’t make the same 
mistake he did at the Golden Globes, when he 
got up for a drink and missed the opportunity 
to give an acceptance speech for his best song 
victory 

RedEye sat down with the remarkably hum- 
ble New Mexico-born, California-dwelling 
Bingham— who performs at Tinley Park’s 
First Midwest Bank Amphitheatre in May— at 
Crimson Lounge to talk Oscars and George 
Clooney 

What do you think of Oscar-nominated songs not 
being performed on stage this year? 

Whatever’s best for the show It’s always fun 
to perform and play music with T-Bone and 
those guys, so I’ll miss out on having the fun. 
Shoot, whatever works best for everyone is 
how it should be. 

You’re so cairn. If it were me, I’d be like, **Of 
course, the one year I’m nominated!” 

[Laughs] Teah, it’s cool. It’s all fun. It’ll be fun 
just to go, be a part of it. 

What’s the most memorabie/surprising ceieb 
interaction you’ve had so far? 

The whole thing with George Clooney’s been 
kinda fun, [him playing a character] with the 
same name as me [in “Up in the Air.”] I ran 
into him at the Golden Globes; it was fun to 
have a laugh with him about it. 

How does Jeff Bridges compare to you as a coun- 
try singer? 

Oh, shoot, I got a lot of catching up to do. 

He’s wonderful. Acting as well, everything he 
does comes from such a [sincere] place, really 
from the heart. 



What were you thinking the first time you heard 
him sing the song? 

I was really kind of blown away by it. I had 
never heard him perform or play At T-Bone’s 
house was the first time I really heard him 
play and sing. I thought that Waylon Jennings 
was sitting there, or [Kris] Kristofferson or 
somebody He’s got a lot of soul when he plays. 

Is it weird for a guy in his 20s to write a song 
about being in your iate 50s and totaiiy worn out? 

[Laughs] It makes me feel tired sometimes. 
And a lot of that stuff I haven’t lived through. 
It’s more watching it and being around people. 
I think a lot of people know somebody, have a 
friend or you’ve seen somebody on TV that’s 
going through that. 

If there were a movie about your iife, what wouid 
it be caiied? 

Oh, man. Probably “Lucky” 

When you’re taiented, it ain’t iuck. 

You gotta be in the right place at the right 
time though too. There’s a lot of talented 
songwriters and musicians that deserve every 
bit of what we have going on, so we feel real 
fortunate. 

Who’s going to piay you in 'Tucky”? 

[Laughs] Maybe we can get George Clooney 
to do it. That’d be cool.

‘Brooklyn’: Nothing new here 


In case you didn’t know: The streets are tough 
and being a cop is hard. That lesson is learned 
daily by Tango (Don Cheadle), who’s undercover 
in a drug operation; Sal (Ethan Hawke), who 
steals drug money to support his family; and 
Eddie (Richard Gere), a veteran just a week away 
from retirement with a crush on his friendly 
neighborhood prostitute (Shannon Kane). 

The buzz: Hopefully director Antoine Euqua 
(“Training Day”) can break some new ground and 
focus on the everyday traps laid out for cops, who 
sometimes give more than they get. If not, the 


movie’s at least a return for Wesley Snipes, as a 
drug dealer who once saved Tango’s life. 

The verdict: “Brooklyn’s Einest” is day-old 
bread: Not horrible, but it just recalls better 
things you’ve had before. Sal, in particular, feels 
like a cousin of Hawke’s desperate crook in 
“Before the Devil Knows Tbu’re Dead.” Euqua 
knows how to shoot a gunfight, and “Brooklyn’s 
Einest” offers a few moments of real toughness. A 
teeth-clenched, muscles-fiexed crime movie isn’t 
gripping without characters to care about, and the 
film never draws interesting people from its types. 



Yes, yes, off with their heads. Director 
Tim Burton’s re-envisioning of 
Lewis Carroll’s classic fantasy has 
the familiar characters: the White 
Rabbit, the Mad Hatter, the smoking 
caterpillar. What it doesn’t have 
is life. This is a stiff film, moving 
from one thing to the next in such an episodic way that the 
story drags and the characters don’t seem to live in the same 
universe. This isn’t a bustling Wonderland; it’s just a segmented 
whirlwind of eccentric talking animals and performances from 
Anne Hathaway, Crispin Glover and Burton regulars Johnny 
Depp and Helena Bonham Carter that all belong in 10 different 
movies. Mia Wasikowska of “In Treatment’’ fails to give much 
personality to Alice ... Mostly the film made me want to watch 
Disney’s previous “Alice in Wonderland’’ or, actually, “Spirited
